Confederation of tli|]Emrj 

It is a i&ovc rouiavliiililQ than haiiiiy 
coincidence tliat at the very nioiuent 
tlie principal organ of ihc Coluniljia 
Governniont is shaping its niuuth to 
Bhout "SocGSsion," the London 'Times' 
has talcen up the advocacy of a closer 
and more complete Fedoral Union. 

• The following recently apjicared in tlu? 
money column of the 'Times:' 

"The confederation of the varinus 
British Provint-cs into the Doiuinion 
of Canada was a long stride in this di- 
rection, but tho indications now are 
believed to point strongly to a feeling 
jn favour o| further confederation, 
which, in some sections, would go so 
far as to obliterate the Provincial Leg- 
islature and the separate Governments 
which still exist in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. It is thought that- next year 

■ or the year after, NoVa Scotia, Now 
Brunswick, Prince P^idwsrd Island, and 
Newfoundland will be cionsolidatod 
intoa single Province, to be called 
Acadia, thus aboli.shing tho sopiirati' 
Guvernnionts of each. "Within Jive or 
six years it is further intimated the 
consolidation idea may have made such 
progress thut all tho Loi'ul Tjcgisla- 
tures and local macliinery of Provin- 
cial Government will be abolished, the 
Dominion i'arliauient then assuming 
the entire administration cif ailairs." 

On the 2(jth, ultimo, it had a load- 
ing article on the same subject, por- 

:" . tions of which are well worth careful 
perusal : 

"The idea of a Confederation of the 
Colonies of British North America was 
very slowly developed in the English 
mind. It is only seven years since the 
conception of a 'Canadian Dominion' 
was fully realized, and already the 
Constitution whicli was adopted by tho 
Imijerial Act of Liiion has iiad to un- 
dergo many important changes. It 
seems that now further developments 
are demanded. The expcrimeiit of 
bracing closely together by a Fedoral 
bond the Colonial settlements which 
have been united as tho Dominion of 
Canada by the centralizing inovemunt 
of recent years has been tried with pa- 
tience and temperance, and, in spite 
of somo serious blunders, its success 
■ )i&B, on the whole, been marked anil 
assured. What wo are now concerned 
with," however, is tho expansion of the 
idea, which is, in fact, the most em- 
phatic testimony td itsiuhi rtiil lieallh- 
iness. 'I'he conccjiiion o{ a 'Canadian 
Dominion' has not only workotl well as 
far as .it has. been achieved; it,, has suc- 
ceeded in developing something like a 
national sjiirit among a mixed and 
widely scattered pojiiihitii 'ii . So far 
as it has faiknl, it lias failed inevitably; 
so far as it has suri.'ccilcd , it iias tloue 
so beyond all expeclatioii. li has eu- 
, dured great tiials-of every kind — press- 
ing dangers, painful weaknesses, and 
the iuevital)le working of centrifugal 
forces, [t has gaiiic.l struuglli in the 
ordeal, and tho 'C^aiuidian D<jiniiii(jii' 
is to-day far stronger than it was when 
the^Iiuporial Parliamentoriginall}' laitl 
tho coping-stone of its constitutional 
structure seven yeiu-s ago. "VSe have had 
no reason for alarm, while in tlie in- 
terval the sphere of Federal authority 
in British Nurth .■Vmerica has been 
gradually and syst(.'iaalii"illy widened. 
The absorption of the Pacilic settle- 
ments of England in the great Con 
federation of the North-east was ac- 
cepted witliout hesitation, though its 
adoption involved tho problem of gov- 
erning the immense unpeopled tract of 
country \vhich lies between the head 
of the chain of the great lakes and 
the borders of the fertile region of 
British Columbia." 

After giving a brief history of Con- 
federation in North America, which it 
tracps, l^ack to a period anterior to Lord 
Durham's Administration, it contm- 
■ues: 

"The experience of the 'Canadian 

Doniiiiiou' has not, on the whole, been 
discouraging. Tho country has ojijoy- 
ed remarkalile prosjicriiy ; it has jiassiid 
through ill) gri-.'uL jioliiical crihis; it, bus 
witnes.-;ed no serious cunllict bciweeii 
the different members of the Federal 
Union. Tho antiiiathy of >;ova 
Scotia to the jiolicy of Confed- 
eration has Ix'on ap] leased, and 
the irrllatioii of Urilifli (.'nhnnbid nt some 
alleged tampeHng with Ihe i-iiinliiiou.-i </ ilic 

• Federation is a matter of i-vi-i/ ^liijlu cousr.- 
qiiexce, and, snc/i tin il is, it /// //-' 
smoothed orur by tho Cnpiitabli! uinl f^'-iuni- 
humored arbitrament of tho Colonial 
Office. And yet the disadvantages of 
Confederation have become clearly 

J I^f l(^f est.' 'The difliculty, or rather tliu 
impossibilitj', of providing in a new 
and busy conidry a suflicieiit number 
of able men for tlie political work at 
onco of the Local and tho Central Le- 
gislatures has been folt;in jyery part 
of logislatpire an~3 adminTstrafivo work. 
No country is so rich in men i^apabi.;

'erableV^ ^ A siinpie proposal to place 
the whole of the Dominion, from tlie 
Pacific to the Atlantic, under Central- 
ized Government, would probably be 
as distasteful to the people as it would 
be disastrous in its practical working. 
But by proceeding slowly very decided 
advances may be mndo. The suggest- 
ed consolidation of the Maritime Gov- 
ernments of tho Dominion — Now 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, and Prince 
Edward Island— with NevvfouMland 
into a single Province, under the name 
of Acadia, is as much as may bo e.x- 
poctod at once. But it i.s evident that 
Canadian statesmen have learnt to 
look at tho amalgamation of all the 
Provinces of the Dominion as tho end 
to be sought; and as the people of the 
country appreciate the cost and trouble 
of a dual Government it is certain 
they will more and more incline to- 
wards the English ideal of a single 
TjeL;-islattir(' and a siuglo I'lxpcutivo."

TIlK AS3ASSI.VATI0K OW Mil. H.VBER BY AN 
INSAN'K KAN.n'IC. 

The murderer is a Japanese from 
Akita, who came to this port tlu'oo 
ilays ago. On arriving here, he stat- 
es, he saw a vision; in which the 
great God of Japan appeared to him, 
nine feet high, and commanded him 
to kill foreigners, who v,-eve over- 
throwing tl.e govcrnnient. Ho then 
prayed to 'O Kami Sania' to show him 
the' name and nationality of the per- 
son, but received" no answer to his 
prayer at that time. Yesterday after- 
noon he took a 'jinrikisha' and went 
to a tea-house at Yad/.ingasura. While 
there ho saw somebody coming a long 
distance oil'. He thought it was a 
foreigner, and prayed to "O Kami 
Sama." He then loft the tea-house 
and walked toward the foreigner. Mr. 
Haber looked at him and he at Mr. 
Haber. The Jiqiaiiose then thnav his 
umbrella into 31r. , 1 faber's face. I\Ir. 
Haber said something, what, the Ja- 
panese could not understand. The 
latter then drew his sword, wliich -was 
a sliorl one, alioiit two feet long, and 
Mr. Haber ran. The Japanese ]nir- 
sued and cut him in the head, siiliUing 
it wide ojK-ii, and then proceeded to 
hack the body into pieces. The un- 
fortunate man received four fearful 
cuts on the head, and both his arms 
wero nearly cut olT, evidently in try- 
ing to defend himself. There were 
several cuts mi tlu! body, aud one leg 
was cut entirely otV. 1 eouiiteil thir- 
teen cuts, and could only see part of 
the body. 

A party of foreigners immediately 
started for the scene of the murder, 
which ociairred at Y'anzihgasura, a 
pretty valley about a mile from town, 
much frequented by foreigners in their 
walks. In a garden, on an onion bed, 
lay the body of Mr. Haber, -who was 
dead when first discovered. It -was 
jilaced on a door and brought to the 
Saibansho, from whence it Wius takmi 
to the hosjiital, there to be dressed 
and placed in a coliin for burial. The 
murderer gave himself up, and was ex- 
amined at tlie Saibansho last night, 
which disclosed the fa?ts that after 
eoinmitting the deed the murderer 
told a farmer to go and wash the 
bo<ly, but tho latter refused, where- 
upon the sa\ago threatened to kill him 
also; ho then changed his mind. The 
assassin then told the farmer to take 
his victim's watch as a trophy for the 
liod, while ho himself took tlie 
hat. 

Intense excitement prevails, f'^oreig- 
lUTs .'ire all carrying re\.dve!:-., iiot 
knowing' when another Japanese may 
dicam his little dream. 

Mr. Haber was in the habit of tak- 
ing the same road every evening, in 
going for a bathe in the surf. 

The body was conveyed to tin- Sai- 
bansho, tog-ether with tho persiui of 
the iir.it-ih ior. who ga\o himself up, 
acknowledging Ins guilt and voluntar- 
ily ni.akiiig tlie following statement: 
That he was from Akita., on tho vrest- 
ei'ii coast of Nippon; Ihiit he had for- 
merly been a Sainourai; that some God 
had aiipeareil to liini in a dreuni, and 
told him to t.ake the life of a foreig- 
ner, as they \vere t!;e ])i-imary causo of 
the change of ijapanesi; government. 
That he hail brought fidin Akita thir- 
teen yen, which he had expended in 
the Yoshi\\aia of Hakodate, wliere he 
had been four days, as iiuuii'y would 
be of no fiu'lhor use to hini. 'Thai he 
had no malice against Mr. Haber, i \- 
cept that he was the first who caught 
his eye when ready for the deed.
